Thoughts of foreign wars an effective divsersion

lewsflash! Israeli settlers bomb Palestinian Assembly. Ten 
Palestinians, 400 Israelis killed. 


Newsflash! Orangemen on rampage burn Catholic neighborhood. 
Twelve Catholics, 450 Protestants killed. 

Newsflash! Tibetans storm Chinese army barracks. Wound 20 
Chinese soldiers, 800 Tibetans. 

These headlines sound familiar? Of course not. How often do “terror- 
ists” or “freedom fighters” kill a few of their self-described enemies and 
massacre hundreds of their own people? Yet right now we're to believe 
that “terrorists” attacked two American embassies in neighboring coun- 
tries in a co-ordinated blitz, murdering almost 200 Kenyans and 
Tanzanians, wounding thousands of others, but killing only ten 
Americans. Consider: 

1. The attack was against two American embassies in neighboring East 
African countries. How often have terrorists struck African U.S. 
embassies with bombs — or anything else? 

2. The attacks occurred in Kenya and Tanzania within minutes of each 

other. Such co-ordinated international mass murder is, by definition, a 
conspiracy. We're told that the Islamic Organization for the Liberation of 
the Holy Places has taken responsibility. Oh, Muslims again. Ri-i-i-ight. 
This is Kenya and Tanzania! WHAT HOLY PLACES? Even the official U.S. 
version of the World Trade Centre bombing had a believable target and 
story. But this? 

3. According to U.S. officials, the targets had poor security: the build- 
ings were close to the curb, like ordinary buildings, unlike compound- 
style embassies. So, yes, they were vulnerable. Meaning very low on the 
scale of strategic importance. And also meaning the death toll of 
Americans to non-Americans is impossible to believe, given the scapegoat 
(always Muslims: remember the first Oklahoma City stories?). 

An Aug. 10 Pan African News Agency (PANA) story puts the death toll 
at 190 and wounded at 5,000. Why would anti-American terrorists, who 
have enough sophistication to carry out a bi-national, simultaneous, dev- 
astating attack, kill only a few Americans but hundreds of Kenyans and 
Tanzanians and wound thousands more? These killers are so efficient that 
they can carry off this assault, but they're so foolish that they'll do it ina 
way to kill the absolute minimum number of Americans, but the maxi- 
mum number of East Africans? Why would an American enemy want to 
alienate potential allies or recruits? 

For that matter, we’ve heard nothing of the aims of this alleged group 
other than that suggested by its name. Why go to so much trouble, only to 
dummy up? How can this group’s goals be achieved, an army rallied, a 
revolution fomented, without an articulation of aims? 

Let me suggest a scenario. 

The named group does not exist. If more Americans had been killed, 
cries for vengeance might be overwhelming and force a massive 
response. But just enough Americans were killed to cause outrage, shock 
and, most importantly, distraction. The number of East Africans killed is 
entirely irrelevant. 

The U.S. president faces his possible legal downfall within days. This 
new African “crisis” is big enough to last two weeks. Watch the news 
carefully — how much will you see or hear about East Africa once Bill 
and Monica have been outshouted by the bombs’ bursts in the air? 

If you've been cultivated into disbelieving any conspiracy theory, then 
wake up. Read an exhaustive, documented account of domestic Murder 
Incorporated — Churchill and Vander Wall's excellent Agents of 
Repression. 


They conclude chillingly: “The only way we will ever succeed in attain- 
ing any noble social objectives will be through elimination of the force 
which systematically destroys us for trying . .. The repressive apparatus .

“Mid-course correction” leads to layo

hree high-profile employees, 
Te were instrumental in rally- 

ing public and corporate sup- 
port for the CKUA Radio Network 
after it went off the air last year, 
are being laid-off because of finan- 
cial troubles at the station. 

Arts and culture correspondents 
Daphne Bain and Katherine Hoy 
and librarian/broadcaster David 
Ward will be out of work Sept. 4. 
The station also handed walking 
papers to its marketing and pro- 
motions director, its two volunteer 
co-ordinators and technical staff, 
eliminating the equivalent of six 
full-time positions. Faced with a 
budget deficit of at least $200,000, 
the station is also implementing 
other spending cuts aimed at 
slashing $250,000 in expenditures. 

“We're trying to be conserva- 
tive,” CKUA board chair Bud Steen 
said of the measures. 

Steen said station manager Ken 
Davis, who was at the helm when 
CKUA went off the air in March 
1997, has tendered his resignation 
and will leave his position Oct. 21. 
A search committee has been 
struck to find a replacement. 

Steen added that the layoffs are 
temporary and staffers will be 
given the chance to return as soon 
as finances permit. He defended 
layoffs of the popular staff mem- 
bers, saying bottom line matters 
mean more than personalities. 

“Essentially, the bottom line is 
that it is positions, not individuals 
that are being laid off,” Steen said, 
calling the spending cuts a “mid- 
course correction.” 

There’s no danger that the sta- 

tion will go off the air, he added, 
pointing to a station bank account 
worth $500,000. 
Asked what impact the layoffs 
will have on the station’s support- 
ers, Steen said, “I don’t think lis- 
teners are going to hear any differ- 
ence.” 

Duties carried out by the mar- 
keting and promotions staffer will 
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be spread out among remaining 
employees, as will Ward’s librarian 
duties. 

But already, supporters of the 
station are registering their 
protests. The station’s popular 
Internet website was humming 
with angry reaction to the layoffs. 
One listener charged that morale 
at the station is at an all-time low 
and that staff had recently been 
asked to sign a confidentiality 
agreement, preventing them from 
speaking publicly about station 
business. Sources within the sta- 
tion confirmed the charge. Bain, 
Hoy and Ward declined to com- 
ment. Davis did not return phone 
calls, but he and Steen jointly 
released general information about 
the cuts on to the station’s web- 
site. 

The discontent is not confined 
to listeners. David Gibson, a mem- 
ber of the station’s board of direc- 
tors and president of the provin- 
cial Friends of CKUA group, is 
angry about the financial difficul- 
ties and the layoffs. Gibson said he 
would never have dismissed Bain, 
Hoy and Ward because of their 
valuable contributions to the sta- 
tion and their high public profiles. 

“Tm personally disappointed in 
some of the choices Ken (Davis) is 
making,” Gibson said. 

“I find that the on-air staff are 
very important individuals to the 
support community in that they 
were the principal faces and voic- 
es that helped motivate people to 
get CKUA back on the air. I am 
very critical of (the layoffs). 

“Katherine and Daphne are our 
two arts and culture correspon- 
dents. Doesn’t CKUA have a posi- 
tion within the culture community 
and don’t we have obligations to 
maintain those links? I see Daphne 
and Katherine as essential to main- 
taining those links. And David.. . 
inspired a lot of people to become 
listeners. We have to maintain that 
kind of energy.” 

Gibson said that in the face of a 
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budget deficit, he would have 
looked for savings elsewhere and, 
if it came to layoffs, he would have 
targeted newer employees in pro- 
gramming and spoken word areas. 

“I would put a great deal of 
focus on fund development and 
the quality that volunteers have 
brought to this institution and rec- 
ognize that, in losing all volunteer 
co-ordinators, we are losing an 
asset there too,” he said. 

“What really needs to be looked 
at here is CKUA: what is this ani- 
mal? Is it a commercial venture or 
a not-for-profit society?” 

Steen refused to second-guess 
Davis’ choices, saying that overall, 
the station manager “has done a 
heck of a job.” 

The station is now operating on 
a budget of $1.75-million. Express- 
ing his displeasure with the fact 
that “CKUA does its laundry in 
public,” Steen was reluctant to dis- 
cuss internal matters.

The obvious question here 
is not, “why would 
these 
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Hanson assures. And they docu- 
ment and glamorize what is real 
to them. 

“My poems are about the hors- 
es I've known,” she says. They’re 
also about oldtime ranchers she’s 
known — ones who would likely 
take their tales to the graves if 
not for the cowboy poets. 

Of course, the poets do embell- 
ish a bit. 

“That’s where the humor comes 
in,” says Scott-Hanson. “I don’t 
imagine a guy would really get his 
arm stuck in a cow during an arti- 
ficial insemination and have to 
drag himself and the cow over the 
highway to a hospital.” Yet this is 
the subject matter of one cowboy 
poet’s tale. 

Do the poets dress like cow- 
boys? “Good Lord yes!” says 
Diane Hamel, a member of the 
Festival’s organizing committee. 
“These guys are real. They don’t 
pretend. Where they learned their 
art was on trail rides and around 
the fire. It was a way to communi- 
cate. If there is something tragic 
or funny in your life, you shared

laugh at someone like Hamel. 

“These same people, if they 
heard the story of David Hamel, 
would say the guy is a nut. 
Maybe they are scouring Noah 
and should be clamoring for a 
spot on that ark instead.” 

The Black Rider 

In 1989, Beat writer William S. 
Burroughs, musician Tom Waits 
and theatre impresario Robert 
Wilson joined forces to write The 
Biack Rider, a modern opera 
based on a German folk story and 
Carl Maria von Webber's operatic 
adaptation Der Freifschults (The 
Free Shot). This year, the Fringe 
hosts the worid premiére of the 
English version of the epic. 

The circus side-show production 
brings us to medieval Germany, 
where a pencil-pushing bureaucrat 
is seeking the hand in marriage of 
the Royal Huntsman’s daughter. 
The huntsman is opposed. Without 
a son to carry on the bloodline, the 
huntsman needs an expert hunter 
to marry into the family or his clan 
loses its status as hunters for the 
royal family.

World-famous playwright Mari: 
W. Transom is best known for the 
avant-garde theatre he produces 
In spite of that, and in spite of a 
waning reputation and a string of 
less-than-stellar shows, a Citadel- 
sized theatre company has com- 
missioned Transom to write a tra- 
ditional play 
Transom has issues (i.e. 
an estranged son, 
chronic procrastination) and now, 
with LO hours until deadline, he’s 
writing like the devil. He has come 
up with a clever story: he’s writing 
about a theatre company trying to 
stage one of his plays after he has 
died. But genius has its faults too 
and things begin to go awry. 
Characters from Transom’s play 
figure out they are characters in a 
play; moreover, they begin to rebel 
against the plot Transom has chart- 
ed, threatening his chances of 
meeting an important deadline and 
pushing the writer’s emotional 
bruises. 

“He bases all the characters on 
people in his real life and his prob- 
lems begin to bubble through,” 
says real-life playwright David 
Belke — whose previous credits 
include Fringe hits like Blackpool 
and Parrish, \ast year’s Riders of 
the Apocalypse: The Reunion Tour 
and the Sterling Award-winning 
(Outstanding New Play) Dream- 
land Saturday Nights. 

“Transom has been spending the 
past few weeks more pickled than 
anything else and he is at the edge 
of his ability to control reality, so 
reality starts to roll out of hand,” 
Belke said.

Too Bad She’s a Big OV’ Stut 

Local playwright/actor Trevor 
Schmidt has camped up "Tis a Pity 
She’s a Whore, John Taylor’s tale of 
incest, revenge and murder, turning 
it into “1l6th-century Jerry 
Springer,” according to Schmidt's 
colleague in crime Angela Flate- 
kval. 

If you think Schmidt’s title is 
wild, imagine what folks thought of 
the original. “It must have been 
scandalous,” Flatekval supposes. 
“It still is. I tell people it’s a show 
about incest, revenge and murder 
and they go ‘eew!’ I think it’s the 
incest that puts them off.” 

The original features a brother 
and sister who are, well, eew! You 
know. Anyway, the sister gets mar- 
ried off to a man who, after the big 
wedding night, is furious that his 
bride wasn’t a virgin. One of the 
man’s scorned lovers tells him that 
his bride is not only not a 
virgin, but is also preg- 
nant — with her broth- 
er’s child. (Hence the 
Springer reference.) The 
husband lets a gang of 
thieves have their way with 
her. 

“In the original play, there 
are about 16 characters and 
13 of them die horrible, bloody 
deaths,” Flatekval said. 

In Schmidt's version, being 
staged at the Club Malibu BYOV, 
the play is set at a teen ballroom 
dance competition, to a collection 
of music including everything from 
Bette Midler and the Bee Gees to 
’50’s rock, disco, hot Latin dance 
numbers and some REO 
Speedwagon (!). 

Schmidt's version is “freely and 
lovingly and cheesily adapted,” 
Flatekval said. Consider some cast 
names: Frank, Bella and Gianni 
Fromagio. The closing number, she 
added, is “the most ridiculous thing 
you’ve ever heard.” 

Considering this production 
includes some of the folks who 
brought us last year’s Camille on 
Wheels, it should be a scream. 
(note: the rest of the Camille on 
Wheels roller-disco show is staging 
Oh Jesus! A Love Story, another 
“historical revusical” at Club 
Malibu.) 


Shirley Best Unplugged 

Three years have passed since 
Zandra Bell killed Fringe audiences 
with the outrageous Why Can’t 
They Make a Pair of Pantyhose 
with the Crotch that Stays Where 
Yours Is? Starring Bell’s alter-ego 
Shirley Best, the show was a bona 
fide hit. 

“I was just sort of starting to real- 
ly believe in myself as a performer, 
but not so much that it didn’t shock 
the hell out of me when people 
came up and said ‘we waited three 
hours in line for tickets, dear.’ It 
still blows me away.” 

Now Bell brings us an updated 
Shirley Best: a woman who has 
grown personally but remains out- 
spoken and irreverent. This show, 
staged at the Royal Canadian 
Legion, has Shirley holding down 
the fort while she and the audience 
await the arrival of Mr. Blachko’s 
polka band. Shirley does 
her best to keep

seats. 
“She never really thinks 
she is a stand-up comic. She thinks 
she is a housewife who has been 
given the chance to talk. 

“And now, in her mythical world, 
she is estranged from her husband 
and is kinda on her own and has 
taken a more glamorous turn. She 
has brought tackiness to a new 
level — it’s high-class tacky.” Her 
new look is elephant-style bell bot- 
toms, lizard skin and sequin fabric 
with a Gloria Swanson turban and 
new glasses.

People have been jokingly subtitling Val 
Jenkins’ new show as Women in Towels, the 
playwright observes of this play about life- 
long friends. 

“It actually started because, for the first 
time in my life, people were dying around me 
and I was writing eulogies to read at their 
services and I realized there are all these 
losses,” said Jenkins, whose last Fringe play 
was the hit Sssibilancce in 1990. 

She wrote the play about. women in transi- 
tional periods of their lives. 

“I don’t trivialize the losses these women 
are experiencing, but hey, you can’t wallow 
in them. Life’s too short and every moment is 
too precious,” she said. 

“The way I view life and the way these 
women view life is you only get this day 
once.” 

And the group of friends Jenkins devel- 
oped have been through good and bad. 

“It’s just a great group of strong, funny, 
interesting, smart women with great stories 
to tell and interesting lives and they love 
each other and they are there for each other, 
for everything.” 

Jenkins’ talents as a writer are proven. And 
the cast is solid, too, with Christine MacInnis, 
Patricia Casey, Cathleen Rootsaert, Kathi 
Kerbes and Barbara Duncan. Citadel artistic 
director Duncan McIntosh steps out of the 
House that Joe Built (for a change) to direct 
anon-Citadel show.

Thinking with Jerome 

How can playwright Rosemary Rowe 
know what it’s like to be a man, thinking with 
his penis? Well, she can’t know what it’s real- 
ly like but she knows what it looks like. That 
is to say ... err, she knows how foolishly 
men behave sometimes. 

“I was inspired by the strange and unex- 
plained behavior of the men in my life. I 
watch what they do in their relationship — 


the straight men in my life anyw ay — and I 
think ‘why are you doing this? You say one 
thing and do another; you're dumb!’ ” 

Then she heard a guy refer to his penis as 
Jerome. 

“Jerome is a big, manly name, I think. You 
wouldn’t want some wanky little name like 
Cedric,” she said. 

In her new play, Rowe brings us the story 
of a man whose, uh, little head is thinking for 
his big head. You know. 

“He’s pining on the one great love of his 
life and, at the same time, he is reminiscing 
of the great lusts of his life. And there is a 
fine line there.” (One reason they got along 
so well is that the lusty girl also bestowed a 
Christian name upon her genitalia — Madge) 

The play examines the division between 
the physical and emotional forces of love. 

“Some people tend not to want to take 
responsibility for what they do in their sex 
life and it’s easier to blame it on a part of 
your anatomy than on your stupidity. You 
can’t blame it on a part of your anatomy.” 

(Features Troy Anthony Young and, uh, 
Jerome.) 

Tranny Get Your Gun 

How can Darrin Hagen know what it’s like 
to be a woman, playing a man’s role, chasing 
a man who’s playing a woman’s role? Don't 
even ask. Just trust that Hagen, a founder of 
Guys in Disguise, will shoot to thrill in 
Tranny Get Your Gun, a story about a pri- 
vate dick with a difference. Hagen plays 
Tranny, a private dick with a difference. 

“It's Maxwell Smart, James Bond and Sama 
Spade,” said Hagen. “The gadgetry is Bond, 
the plot is Maxwell Smart and the language is 
total ’40’s Bogart.” 

The action is motivated by the women, 
who are ambitious, smart characters. The 
men are bimbos. 

“The Lauren Bacall character is played by 
a man (Aaron Franks), so there are lots of 
helpless men who get into trouble and need 
help or rescuing.” 

Franks plays Dirk, Tranny’s client and love 
interest. 


“When he collapses into my bosom and 
cries, he is the perfect height for it. And I get 
to kiss him. And he’s a good kisser.” 

Conceived by Chris Craddock and written 
jointly by Craddock and Hagen, Tranny Get 
Your Gun. is directed by Ron Jenkins (who 
directed Hagen in Tornado Magnet last year 
and in The Edmonton Queen previously). It 
also features Harvey Anderson, Michelle 
Brown and Sandy Paddick. 

The Cosmic Adventures 
of Muffy Gallant 

Marlene Wurfel, a founding member of the 
comedy troupe Gordon's Big Bald Head, has 
difficulty writing roles for women because 
her colleagues in GBBH are all guys. Hence, 
this separate production of The Cosmic 
Adventures of Muffy Gallant, a tale of inter- 
galactic confusion and intrigue 

Muffy Gallant is a space-travelling eco-war- 
rior sent to rid the Earth of a parasite bent on 
its destruction — humans. The trick is sim- 
ple: she removes the human desire for sex, 
stalling out an entire species 

When Muffy finds a connection leading 
directly from her planet's family tree to a 
family of hicks on Earth, however, her ideas 
begin to change. Look for Cathleen 
Rootsaert’s face in a cosmic conference call 

(Features Kate Ross as Muffy, Deb Vos as 
Irene and Richard Craig as Bubba.) 

All in the Timing 

Michael Clark directs this crazy coilection 
of play-lets by New York writer David Ives, 
bringing unpredictable turns of events to 
real-life situations. 

Of a collection of six mini-plays, four will 
be staged. In the first, entitled The Sure 
Thing, a couple meets at a café. Every time 
one of them says something that ends the 
possibility of a longer-term relationship 
developing, a bell goes off and they go back a 
couple of lines to try again. 

“It’s about the fraughtness of a first con- 
versation and the total serendipity of meeting 
your soulmate,” said Clark. 

The second piece is called Words Words 
Words and tackies the notion that three 
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‘-himpanzees with typewriters, sitting in a 
room long enough, would eventually type 
Hamlet. 

“These chimps are sort of sweatshop writ- 
ers. One of them devises the plot to Hamlet 
but doesn’t write it. It’s great: they have ani- 
mal physicality and human voices.”

“It poses various macabre ques- 
tions about what Trotsky spoke 
about for his 24 hours.”

The Atomic Trolls Improv 
Film Festival 

Three Dead Trolls in a Baggie 
once again join forces with Atomic 
Improv, creating a comedic force 
more powerful than anything, any- 
where, any time. For the past cou- 
ple of years, the team has staged 
scripted shows (The War of 1812, 
Lester B. Pearson's World of 
Hypnosis). This year, they return 
to their improv roots, taking on 
three movie genres: 1940’s war 
movie, 1950's sci-fi flick and 1970's 
cop show. The genres are produced 
in rep and are different every time. 

While a scripted show naturally 
evolves into a more polished pro- 
duction with every passing staging, 
that’s not necessarily the case with 
improvised shows. 

Atomic Troll Paul Mather says 
treading down plot paths that 
worked in one show is forbidden 
and probably won’t be funny, any- 
way. 

“There are stock characters we 
do, but doing jokes you've done 
before isn’t ethical and they'd just 
fall flat — if you do something and 
it’s funny, it’s hard to recreate that 
moment or you don’t quite remem- 
ber it or you thought it was funny 
for one reason but it was funny for 
some other reason.” 

The final show will be a combi- 
nation of all three: “a '70’s cop in 
World War II fighting aliens or 
something,” he says. 

HA! 

Dead Troll Wes Borg teams up 
with playwright Christopher 
Craddock (writer/performer in last 
year’s Super Ed) to write the story 
of the Canadian comedian. Entitled 
Ha!, this show follows

he Edmonton Folk Music 
[eset here are some high- 
lights of main-stage activities. 
Thursday: The festival started a little 
slowly, but someone should have 
warned Thursday night ticket-holders to 
get a few hours extra sleep the night before, 
in preparation for the monstrously powerful 
Holmes Brothers. Try as they might, crowd 
members who just wanted a mellow evening 
before going to work Friday couldn't resist 
shakin’ some bootie to the delightful vocals 
and pervasive Gospel and blues sounds of 
Wendell and Sherman Holmes and Popsy 
Dixon. The night’s one and only highlight. 
Friday: Roy Forbes was a wonderful 
choice for openers Friday. His band — Bill 
Henderson on guitar and vocals, Doug 
Edwards on bass and Chris Nordquist on 
drums — provided great playing and singing, 
particularly on the rocker On The Edge. 
’ Later, energy poured into the crowd when 
Lafayette, Louisiana’s Buckwheat Zydeco 
took the stage. It was, perhaps, a little too 
showbiz-friendly for folk purists, considering 
the constant calls of “are you ready?” But the 
band had the punters dancing and singing 
along on everything from traditional Creole 
sounds to the Rolling Stones. 

This is where we should have had a few 
minutes to mourn the fact that reggae super- 
stars Toots and the Maytals were too late 
processing their immigration forms to make 
it into Canada. Yet, how could you not be 
thrilled that they’d be replaced by Linda 
Tillery and the Cultural Heritage Choir, those 
five women with voices of angels who 
endeared themselves to us again this year 
with their soulful, spine-tingling singing. 

Billy Bragg made his recording début as 
part of punk group Riff Raff; their self-titled 
EP was released in 1978 on revered indie 
label Chiswick Records. Twenty years later, 
Bragg began his folk festival set solo with

Not just Wickham was 
sriauiiie after the Fest 


e have, unquestionably, the finest 
W folk music festival in the country. 

The work that is done to trans- 
form the site is astronomical; the orga- 
nizational skills of producer Terry 
Wickham, production manager Don 
Snider and Allstar Sound’s Clive 
Allcock are phenomenal. This past 
weekend was a time you were truly 
proud to be an Edmontonian. 

The main-stage shows are being 
covered elsewhere in this issue of 
SEE, but not the side-stage artists, 
who perform during changeovers. 
Thursday, they were a real treat for 
blues fans. Ray Bonneville, Big Dave 
McLean and Mark Sterling all put 
on great performances. Watching 
Sterling from back stage, with candles 
glowing on the hill, home-town fave 
Mike Plume recalled, “When Iris 
Dement came cut on stage last year 
to sing with John Prine, she looked 
out at the hill and said ‘it’s like the 
sky’s been turned upside down’.” 

Other back-stage banter came in the 
form of road stories from McLean. For 
years, he travelled the country in a 
van. “You know, I got rid of the van a 
while back,” drawled McLean with 
that distinctive, gravelly voice. “I 
bought myself a 1987 Cadillac. And I 
tell you what: it’s like driving my 
couch down the highway!” 

The workshops are the heart and 
soul of festivals, where the magic hap- 
pens. The Sunday Gospel workshops 
are invariably brilliant. This year, it 
was nearly enough to convert most of 
us heathens, with The Holmes 
Brothers and Amos Garrett as the 
back-up band, plus The Holmes voices 
with Maria Muldaur, Linda Tillery 
and The Cultural Heritage Choir 
and Sweet Honey in the Rock. 

The most touching moment came 
when Tillery introduced a song by 
stating “the real roots music of black 
people in North America is a poor peo- 
ple’s music, a peasant’s music, with no 
polyphonic instruments . . . just our 
voices, voices of slaves and sons and 
daughters of slaves . . . So we sing this 
song for ourselves, and we sing it real- 
ly loud.” By the time their beautiful 
voices came in, most of us were 
nowhere near dry-eyed. 

Duke Robillard, with his band, and 
Jay McShann put on a classy blues 
workshop to remind us there ain’t 
nothin’ like the real thing. That was 
followed by a jam with The Holmes 
Brothers, Muldaur, McLean, Mike 
Henderson and Alvin Youngblood 
Hart — a blues fan’s nirvana. 

It was a glorious moment Sunday 
night when CKUA’s Bill Coull intro- 
duced Wickham to give his annual 
thank you speech. Wickham thanked 
Pierre Gaugin (of the Winnipeg Folk 
Festival) for having the courage to 
bring big TV screens to folk fests. Con- 

sidering what a bonus those new 
screens were this year, we should

lineup suggests a strong desire to bring together music 

from around the world. And though the ticket-buying 
crowd is always pretty white, organizers deserve praise for 
diversifying the color scheme through the talent they book. 

Of course, music is more than skin deep. And the real plea- 
sure comes when musicians of one cultural background identi- 
fy with the music of another culture, creating something new. 

The most-watched example (partly because he was Saturday 
night’s headlining act and partly because, like a gory car acci- 
dent, you can’t look away even though you know you shouldn't 
be watching) was Ashley MacIsaac. His mixed-race band not 
only blended Celtic music with various dance-club sounds, but 
the white Cape Bretoner played the black hip-hop superstar 
role to perfection, complete with annoyingly excessive drug 
use and even more annoyingly excessive ego. 

He’s either some wind-up toy, devised by Reform Party 
Laboratories to prove gays and bisexuals really should be 
locked up in a white room, or he climbed back on his spaceship 
after leaving the stage and went back to his home planet. In the 
process, he wrecked the folk festival experience for some, but 
there were, nonetheless, a lot of kids dancing to his tunes 
(maybe they just wanted to annoy their parents). Regardless, 
Maclsaac’s the first hip-hop star in recent memory to actually 
follow through on a scheduled Edmonton appearance. 

The true gems of cross-cultural musical interaction, however, 
came on the smaller workshop stages. There were the obvious 
examples: Silk Road Music (China), the Lonesome River Band 
(bluegrass), Muzsikas (Hungary) and Celso Machado (Brazil) 
sitting on one stage. But how about California-born, 
Mississippi-raised bluesman Alvin Youngblood Hart (strolling 
around the grounds, his imposing black frame and tangled 
dreds contrasted with his enormous and rather goofy-looking 
straw hat) offering social commentary on Chester Knight's song 
about Shawnee hero Tecumseh. “Tecumseh was the first envi- 
ronmental activist,” Hart proclaimed across the stage, before 
mentioning the sometime-warrior’s time spent in the southern 

US working for native rights and environmentalism. 
Perhaps Tecumseh also went to Louisiana; 
Billy Bragg, in his very well-attended 
workshop appearance, 
described the 
journey

of a song 
that eventually made it 
into Woody Guthrie’s songbook, 
with Louisiana marking a stop along the 
way. Or perhaps he heard the Cajun music of the 
Balfa family, currently being preserved and updated by Sunday 
night’s main-stage opening act, Balfa Toujours. 

“You can’t keep culture all glassed up like it’s in a museum,” 
said Balfa Toujours squeezebox player Dirk Powell. “Every gen- 
eration’s gotta add to it or it’ll go away.” 

How about that band’s Acadian workshop the previous after- 
noon?! They sat back in delight, as did the assembled crowd, as 
Linda Tillery and the Cultural Heritage Choir hopped on Stage 
2’s small platform with the two assembled bands and kicked up 
their heels to the sounds of Prince Edward Island’s equally ~~ 
energetic Barachois. The unscheduled appearance by the pur- 
veyors of Black American musical history, enticed there by 
essentially European-based rhythms, was a definite highlight. 

Barachois, in fact, stole more than one workshop show. Like 
the warbling Martin Sexton the year before (given this year’s 
unenviable 6 p.m. Saturday position — playing to a crowd 
which, initially, only wants to get some shade, some food and 
some beer — Sexton drew one of the longest standing ovations 
of the main-stage lineup), Barachois generated enough word-of- 
mouth hype over a couple of days to bring out sizable crowds 
to their later workshops. Look for them — complete with chair- 
dancing, home-made instruments and a dedication to entertain- 
ment — on the main stage next year. Indeed, they made it there 
for one song this year, when Balfa Toujours invited them on 
stage during their set to add to the show.

aisy Blue Groff doesn’t have to pretend any more. After a recent 
trip to the Kispiox music festival in Northern B.C., she can 
truthfully say she has ridden a motorcycle. 

Groff is one-quarter of Edmonton folk/rockers Painting Daisies 
and one-half of the songwriting duo (along with Rachelle Van 
Zanten) which provides the band with a uniquely dichotomous set 
of tunes to perform. But even though her stage presence would 
suggest she’s the most rebellious of the four, up until her recent 
dirt-bike trek through some deserted fields and gravel pits, she was 
still posing, just a little bit. 

Painting Daisies perform Thursday, Aug. 20 at Hawrelak Park’s 
Heritage Amphitheatre, along with Luann Kowalek, in what’s being 
billed as a night of “Girl Power.” And for those who haven't heard 
the band play lately, Groff promises a much-evolved sound. 

“My family came out to watch us (recently) . . . and they said 
we're a lot darker than we were before,” she said. 

“That's quite a heavy term, I think, because we’re really happy 
people when we're on stage. We’re just ourselves and we don't try 
and do the ‘oh, we’re brooding’ or ‘we’re angry’ type of thing. 
There’s no posing . .. But they say when we're playing, it has really 
taken on a darker realm.

f you've got a case of the mental

The Chinese Astrology Hand- 
book, by Richard Craze. This brief, 
yet self-proclaimed “complete 
guide to the Chinese horoscope” is 
a fun little mental outing. 

This is not to say that Chinese 
astrology is a game but rather that 
the book’s presentation of the sys- 
tem is simplistic. The Chinese 
Astrology Handbook is not some- 
thing you would read and then feel 
confident enough to start booking 
clients for private ar 
This is a taste, a 
glimpse into an 
art that has 
been guiding 
lives for nigh on 
3,000 years, per- 
haps longer, 
according to the 
book’s scant his- 
tory section. 

That said, The 
Chinese Astrology 
Handbook is a bright, slim volume 
you just can’t wait to dig into. It’s 
full of gorgeous international art 
illustrating Chinese astrology’s 
supernatural puzzle pieces. You'll 
be impatient to explore. In short: 
this is fun! 

So here are the goods in more 
ridiculous brevity than the book 
could ever manage: the Chinese 
astrological calendar is ruled by 12 
animals and five elements oversee- 
ing 60-year cycles dominated by 
progressive combinations of the 
animals and elements. 

The year 2000, for example, will 
be the year of the Dragon (ever 
cool), and thus, like the animal, 
will be “glorious . . . confident and 
glamorous.” The reigning element 
will be metal, further symbolizing 
a year of usefulness, strength and 
dependability. In 2012 the Dragon 
will reign again, but this time with 
water’s elemental influence. The

years, and thus our lives, are also 
alternately influenced by yin and 
yang, or female/male aspects. 
Although at times it does feel 
like you're reading the instructions 
for Twister, The Chinese Astrolog- 
ical Handbook manages to ease 
you into the complexities of the 
system. It explains that each of us 
has three animal symbols that 
dominate personality type and 
behavior. These animals are deter- 
mined by the year, month and hour 
of birth. Your birth year is your

The Chinese Astrological Hand- 
book is a Dick and Jane guide to 
your destiny. And therein lies both 
its charms and its disappointment. 
You'll learn only enough to realize 
that you don’t know enough about 
the subject — although at least 
your repertoire of party conversa- 
tion tidbits will be nicely bol- 
stered. Regardless, the entire book 
is very readable, an astrological 
gossip session. Put this book on 
your coffee-table reading list.

Defined by the events of the 
Cultural Revolution, this poetry subverts official culture with a voice that 
is both sorrowful and dissenting. 

Born in Beijing in 1951, Chinese poet DuoDuo was 15 when the 
Cultural Revolution began. Crossing the Sea is a reaction against the 
tyranny of the state both during and after that time. There’s a sense of 
inescapable fear in this collection of 74 poems, as if the “urgent knocking 
of red terror” could be heard always. There’s also the sense that all that 
had been hoped for and promised was lost to corruption. China’s earth is 
“venom-soaked” and “time rots beyond the ticking of clocks.” 

This tone of disillusionment and fear is made all the more poignant by 
DuoDuo’s borrowing from the language of propaganda. Mao is associat- 

ed with the sun, but contrary to the 
official image, it is a sun that cannot 
be trusted to rise in the east, a sun 
that has “skipped the wall and fled.” 
The benevolent Mao of commu- 
nist rhetoric is an omnipresent over- 
lord in this poetry; the revolution’s 
emancipated peasant lies wide-eyed

ometimes it seems like it’s all

Relland spoke of how the duo 
etched out their very modern par- 
lor. “We’ve come up with so many 
ideas. This was the first one we 
thought was viable — something 
we would have fun doing, use 
some of our skills we learned in 
university and just use our artistic 
talent. 

“We were in art history class 
back in 1994 — Canadian art histo- 
ry. There were these two artists in 
the ’70s and they called themselves

ations,” he explained. “Myra and I 
sort of took the name from that... 
we thought if we ever open up a 
company we'll have to call it No 
Idea. Why do people get their 
piercings? No idea! It’s a common 
phrase. Everyone says, ‘no idea.” 

“Our shop consists of two pri- 
mary retail operations. One is 
mendhi henna tattoos and the 
other is body piercing jewelry — 
the highest-quality stuff you can 
find.” 

Those of you with pierced body 
parts — whether traditional ear- 
lobes, the more odd eyebrow, 
cheek, lip and belly-button, or the 
unthinkable tongue pierce — will 
find super choices, states Rendall. 
It's the “newest stuff we can find, 
stuff that isn’t so commonplace. 
We want to sell specialty merchan- 
dise. 


“You get a piece of jewelry when 
you get pierced, but many people 
want something different after 
they get pierced. They can come to 
us and we can sell them replace- 
or new jewelry as well.

“We're taking something cultural 
from the East Indies, with origins 
in North Africa as well, and we're 
translating, modifying and reintro- 
ducing it to popular culture in 
Canada.” Many designs are orient- 
ed to young people, aged 16 to 26. 
Funky, trendy designs like solar 
motifs, armbands, flowers and 
vines wrapping around the wrists, 
girlfriend’s or boyfriend's names, 
floral motifs, tribal prints and also 
traditional East Indian designs, 
Celtic designs, Australian aborigi- 
nal designs and Canadian aborigi- 
nal designs. “We also do any cus- 
tom work,” Relland notes. 

The process is like drawing or 
painting and you must wait for the 
ink to dry. Relland explains the 
finer workings of this decorative 
cosmetic. 

“Through a fine tip applicator, 
we apply henna paste to people’s 
skins. We put on eucalyptus oil, 
then the henna paste, then we 


spritz it with a lemon and sugar 
solution. We recommend people 


leave it on for as long as they ean 


The longer you leave it on, the 
darker it gets. 

“On the hand, you don’t have to 
leave it on as long. You 1 leave it 
for three hours and still get a pret- 


ty dark design. Up on the upper 
arm, it’s different skin, so 
to leave it on for eight hours o1 
yvernight. The best results are 
with heads and feet — 
places to put it. 

“It’s an art-based pattern and 
shape, rather than a fine detail, but 
we can actually get quite 
detail. 
And we use alj-natural henna with 
no chemicals.” 

The process can take from five 
minutes to an hour, depending on 
the intricacy of the design. It’s all 
done freehand. Rendall finds the 
experience very relaxing and 
soothing. “It’s almost like the feel-

T he original idea was for Sheriff (Vince Vaughn), Tony (David Conrad), and Lewis

(Joaquin Phoenix) to party in Malaysia “until the money and the hash ran out,” 1] ince Vaughn enters the room quickly, folds himself into a chair and immediately 


intones Sheriff in a voice-over during the opening credits for the new film Return to 
Paradise. 

And party they do. They drink, smoke dope, let loose with their barbarian yolps like 
they were the only ones around, ogle strippers, flirt with prostitutes and berate the 
locals for a morality that allows them to turn exotic but endangered animals into spuri- 
ous aphrodisiacs. 

(I have enough trouble handling self-righteously indignant Ugly Americans in real 
life. I really don’t want to shell out eight bucks to see them.) 

The money runs out long before the hash does (“why did we buy so much hash?” 
asks Sheriff. “At these prices, how could we afford not to?” Tony answers). Sheriff 
offers Lewis the rest of his hash brick. Lewis turns it down, saying he has plenty. 
Sheriff tucks it away on his possession anyway and he and Tony walk off into the sun- 
set. Flash forward two years: Sheriff is back to his job driving limo for well-heeled 
clients. One night, one of his fares is Beth (Volcano’s Anne Heche), who turns out to be 
Lewis’s lawyer. Turns out the police showed up at Lewis's cabin shortly after Sheriff 
and Tony left and nabbed Lewis with more than 100 grams of hash. Under Malaysian 
law, that’s enough to be considered a trafficker and enough for a hanging. 

The only way for Lewis's life to be spared is for Sheriff and Tony to return to 
Malaysia, admit their share of ownership of the hash, and serve three years in an 8 x 
10-foot urine-soaked, filth-encrusted cell with a bamboo thatched mat to sleep on and 
enough rice to slowly starve a vole to death. Ooooh, where do I sign up? 

Unfortunately, this whole dilemma comes early on and the film doesn’t move for- 
ward much from there. Tony and Sheriff discuss the plan and weigh the options. They 
agree to do it, they back out, they agree to do it, they back out, they agree to do it, they 
back out, they agree to do it, they back out, they agree to do it, they back out. And, ina 
brilliant plot twist that no one could see coming, they agree to do it and then back out. 

Meanwhile, Beth does everything in her power to get them to agree to do it (without 
backing out). When bribing doesn’t work, she tries offering sex. And when they back 
out after getting sex, Beth tries insults and shaming them. 

Rather than blasting backward-thinking countries for their cruel and antiquated drug 
laws, this film turns into an anti-drug message so inane (somehow lumping crack in the 
same class as cannabis), it makes the slogan 
“Just Say No!” seem verbose and profound. And 


please, don’t get me started on Sheriff's labored 
character arc that sees him go from selfish, 
obnoxious hedonist to caring, sensitive, new-age 
guy. 


Return to Paradise There are bad films and stupid films and then 


lights up. He’s wired in an unmedicated way, voltage zapping around his words 

as he speaks very quickly. He says he and fellow actor Anne Heche connected 

on the set of the new film Retwrn to Paradise. Given that Heche has just done the 
interview prior to Vaughn’s and she also speaks rapidly, smokes rapidly and gets jokes 
faster than the average actor, you can see how the two of them are in their own speed 
zone. 

It also explains why the chemistry between them in Paradise is so satisfying to 

watch, contrary to what the moral majority in the United States might think (Heche is 
a lesbian) 

And in fact, Return to Paradise — given its plot about an American convicted to 
death for possession of hash in Malaysia — is a morality play exploring rationalization 
denial and, ultimately, self-confrontation. If it weren’t based on a kernel of both factual 
truth (the caning of an American in Singapore for graffiti-writing and the hanging of an 
Australian in Indonesia for drug trafficking) and genuine “what if” psychological 
wrestling, this would be just another theoretical message movie 

What raises it to a level of dignified drama is Sheriff, Vaughn’s character. He ably 
embodies the superficial vacillation of the urban creature in North America being 
dragged kicking and screaming out of his “me, me, me” consciousness into a lucid 
state of existence. Vaughn’s performance is complemented by equally credible acting 
from Heche as Beth, the lawyer for Sheriffs former friend, left behind in Malaysia to 
take the fall. 

Vaughn's technique is not to peel off the fun-boy veneer, but to allow the audience 

to feel the sting of the air as it hits his newly-exposed psychological flesh. Not'bad for 

a guy who has also been awarded the role of Norman Bates in the upcoming remake of 
Psycho. (“Norman,” Vaughn explained in the most serious of doctor-like voices, “has 
serious issues with women.”) 

Vaughn seems to return often to the role of the high-energy smartass, and he admits 

this might be partially due to the texture of the persona. He grew up in the suburban 

Midwest and graduated from high school “really low in my class with no one expecting 

much from me.” In place of high-brow cinematic influences, the movie Bad News 

Bears is what chokes him up, because it’s not filled with characters who “are emotion- 

ally available right off the bat. I grew up with people who didn’t talk about their feel- 

ings.” 

This is the appeal of the role of Sheriff. “A lot of the scripts for younger actors are 

people talking about what they would do or their philosophies or loaded with pop cul- 

ture references. In Paradise, the characters were actively pursuing something and try- 

ing to decide something real in their lives. It was easy because I had real things to 
react to.

glove compartment. “They hate it when you do this,” he 
mugs as he opens fire on the patrol car. 

Though he jokes that he based the character of Cliff 
on former hockey buddy and current Oiler Ryan 
Smyth, Munro says the key to creating his character 
was a supportive cast and director who permitted 
some improvisation on set — plus a great expenditure 
of energy when the cameras were rolling. 

“I kind of just looked at this guy and put as much 
energy into playing him as I could. I knocked down any 
inhibitions I had about looking like a fool, drank as 
much espresso as I could and just went for it. 

“(Director Alan Cohn) created an atmosphere on the 
set that made everybody feel comfortable so we could 
all create and have a good time. And when the scene 
was over and he yelled cut, he was always the first one 
to laugh. Tom 
and Mark-Paul 
were two great 
guys to work 
with, too... It 
was nice to work 
with an ensem- 
ble cast where 
no one thought 
they were a big 
star. No one 
brought any big 
egos to the set.” 

Munro says 
he’s aware of the 
potential for 
people to be 
offended by the 
film’s treatment 
of suicide.

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That's Aroma? It's my new favorite place.

y review of That’s Aroma: A 
Garlic Restaurant & Bar 
Started a couple of weeks 
back when I attended Taste of 
Edmonton in Churchill Square. 1 
was so amazed by their 
Bruschetta and Chicken Satay 
that I decided to pay them a visit 
when they were backed up by a 
full kitchen. So last Friday four of 
us descended upon the restau- 
rant, nestled in the main floor of 

Hy's Centre (11010 - 101 Street). 

The location turned out to be 
our first pleasant surprise. It’s an 
attractive and warm dining room, 
in contrast to the starkness of the 
rather downscale neighborhood 
and the modernist building that 
houses this eatery. 

It’s a light, airy room done up 
with a certain post-modern/ 
Mediterranean panache. I liked 
the funky light fixtures, metal 
decorative grill work on the walls 
and the window dressing.

was the service. Now, our happy 
little group was on a deadline, and 
stressed. We shouldn't have wor- 
ried. The serving staff was not 
only knowledgeable and polite 
but efficient as/well. The food 
reached our waiting maws with 
admirable speed. 

Then there was the food® 

Let me assure those readers 
leery about a restaurant with the 
word “garlic” in its name that 
there’s nothing to be scared of, 
and nothing heavy-handed about 
the cuisine here. 

Our order was as eclectic as 
our conversation that night (don’t 
ask) and included the Roast 
Garlic and Shrimp Bisque Soup, 
the aforementioned Bruschetta 
and Chicken Satay, the Capeline 
International, Garlic Pasta with 
Chicken and the Marinated Steak. 

Alongside the Bruschetta (even 
more tasty than the one I sampled 
at Taste of Edmonton — focaccia 
bread dripping in rich garlic/herb 
tomatoes, with Parmesan), we

My only suggestion is that you 
take the advice of one of my din- 
ing companions and clean your 
palate before you eat this dish 
since it’s surprisingly delicate. 

Enough about ihe appetizers, 
though. On te the soups and 
entrees. Both soups were excel- 
lent and the spicy, cream-based 
roast garlic soup was my far-away 
favorite, with generous chunks of 
vegetables and garlic. 

All four entrees looked as 
delightful as they tasted. Both 
pasta dishes were archetypally 
good, with generous servings. My 
regular dining companion was 
especially glowing about the 
chicken, especially the rich and 
peanutty sauce.

some concern over the handling of DNA data. 

To be sure, it’s a double-edged sword. Since May, convicted sex 
offenders in the U.S. have had to provide DNA samples to the FBI data- 
base and in New Mexico, Wyoming, Alabama and Virginia, all felons are 
required to give samples. 

It’s terrific that convicted sex offenders are required to provide sam- 
ples of their genetic codes. These people, particularly paedophiles, tend 
to be chronic re-offenders. And because everyone must be released 
from prison at some point, it’s important that we're able to closely mon- 
itor the activities of persons viewed as risks to society. 

The FBI's DNA Index System is in use at 60 U.S. forensic labs. 

The problem with the file is centred on the amount of information Big 
Brother has at his disposal. A debate on ethics is a must. Is it, as I sug- 
gest, okay to take DNA samples from some but not from others? 
Encryption being as unreliable as it is, is this information really safe?

Reform was elected on a platform that they would be holier than thou 
— or at least holier than the Liberals and the Tories. One of the key pieces 
of turf they claimed from the grassroots was their declaration that not only 
would they fight the existing MP pension plan but they would refuse it. A 
Reformer arguing in favor of MP pensions is right up there with an NDPer 
criticizing a union, a Bloc member suggesting it’s time to play nicely with 
the rest of Canada, or a Liberal telling the truth. 

Chances are there are plenty of Reform constituents who weren’t any- 
where near as offended — if they were offended at all — by the infamous 
quote about hiding minorities at the “back of the shop.” But how many 
true-blue Reformers can be thrilled at the idea that their MPs are now offi- 
cially on the hunt for all the perks they railed against until the day their 
plane landed in Ottawa? 

Turning down a limo or refusing to sleep in Stornoway are symbolic ges- 
tures. And the fact is, Preston would likely have received just as much flak 
for refusing to bunk in the home of the official Opposition because the 
only other person to have rejected the honor was a separatist — a label 
Manning is desperate to avoid. The dumb move wasn’t unpacking his cow- 
boy boots and hair spray at Stornoway but declaring he’d never live there 
in the first place. 

But turning down the pension? That’s not just a gesture, it’s a genuine 
sacrifice. Essentially, Reform MPs agreed to accept a considerably lower 
rate of pay than any other MP. (Of course, most of these MPs likely agreed 
to this sacrifice when they were fully expecting to be attending the local 
tractor pull as a civilian, not as the ribbon-cutting political dignitary.) 

It shouldn't be a surprise to anyone that the temptation of the full MP 
pension would be tough to resist. After all, some lotteries don’t have jack- 
pots that big. But the pension issue wasn’t a minor Reform promise — 
there was nothing ambiguous, symbolic or glib about it. It was right up 
there with Sheila Copps’ infamous declaration that if the Liberals were 
elected, they'd scrap the GST. 

If Jim Hart or any other Reformer wants to opt back into the pension 
plan, they should certainly be entitled to. But only if they can convince 
their constituents it’s a good idea. And, just as Reformers demanded Sheila 
Copps’ resignation over the pension issue, they should be demanding that 
Hart, and anyone else in their party who wants to opt back into the pen- 
sion plan, step down. If any of these MPs can get re-elected on a platform 
of “I deserve more money,” then they’ve earned that pension. They've also 
earned a spot in Ripley’s Believe it or Not. 

Preston may not be the man to lead Reform — never mind Canada — 
but if the former justice critic thinks he can rally the masses around his 
need for a better pension plan, then the party that has frequently been 
described as heartless is certainly better off Hartless.

n less that two months, Edmon- 
iss will head to the polls to 

select a new mayor and the ques- 
tion you would expect many to be 
asking is, will someone unseat 
incumbent Bill Smith? 

The question you hear more fre- 
quently is, just who is running 
against Bill Smith? Here for the 
edification of all is a list of the 
contenders for the biggest chair in 
city council. 

The prime contender, at least 
alphabetically, is former Ward 4 
councillor and eco-crusader 
Tooker Gomberg. He'd like to be 
remembered for his advocacy of 
improved mass transit and his 
stand on water conservation that 
saved the city millions on a plan- 
ned expansion of the E.L. Smith 
water treatment plant. More often, 
he was ribbed in the media for not 
wearing a tie and riding his bike to 
work. 

Gomberg’s platform is predicat- 
ed on environmental solutions to 
urban problems. That means 
strapping the Transportation 
Master Plan, which would widen 
75 Street and, according to Gom- 
berg, continue the deterioration of 
the transit system that started with 
the introduction of the Horizons 
2000 initiative last year. 

“The starting point (for a transit 
plan) would be to protect the 
integrity of inner city communi- 
ties. That means investing in pub- 
lic transit, but there’s been very lit- 
tle focus so far on transit as the 
comerstone of a healthy city.” 

Other planks in the Gomberg 
platform include developing the 
loeal economy to make Edmonton 
more self-sufficient, halting urban 
Sprawl so tax dollars can be devot- 
ed to maintaining existing infra- 
structure and creating jobs by ren- 
ovating Edmonton homes for ener- 
8y conservation. He also contests 
the pri atization of Edmonton

Mike Nickel is known to Edmon- 
tonians as a member of the 
Edmonton Stickmen, a group of 
businessmen who took issue with 
former mayor Jan Reimer’s c ity 
council for an alleged lack of busi 
ness savvy. The group supported 
Bill Smith in his successful 1995 
mayoral bid. 

Now Nickel, 33-year-old presi- 
dent of Artisan Stone and Tile 
Works, says business is one thing, 
but the city needs to start tackling 
social problems. 

Unfortunately, he says, arming 
communities to deal with the 
downloading of services from the 
provincial level has a price tag, a 
factor Smith didn’t consider when 
he promised no tax hikes in 1995. 

“I can’t promise no tax increases 
because the mayor is just one guy 
sitting in a chair (on a council of 
13). Those promises are naive or 
they’re reckless .... . Good tax pol- 
icy and good social policy go hand 
in hand. You have to worry about 
people's quality of life.” 

Nickel is given to bold criticisms 
of Smith, for being out of touch 
with the concerns of his con- 
stituents. 

“You sit down with Bill and try 
to explain to him that we have 
child prostitutes — 15, 14, 13- 
years-old — on our streets and Bill 
has a hard time imagining how we 
ended up with this problem. Bill 
doesn’t get it... . It's not that he’s 
a bad guy — he’s not, he’s a good 
guy — but he just doesn’t listen 
and he just doesn’t get it.” 

Nonetheless, Nickel supports 
the Transportation Master Plan, 
and endorses Smith’s pro-business 
orientation. He says he'll reveal 
other planks of his platform in a 
series of weekly policy events 
designed to seize the public imagi- 
nation. 

Former teacher and current tele- 
phone salesperson Cheryl Schu- 
macher, 51, announced her candi- 
dacy last week to introduce affir- 
mative action to city bureaucracy, 
ensuring that women take their

The Puzzle of Completion 

At 175 minutes, this is a play of 
epic proportions (temporally speak- 
ing) and pretensions. Billed “an alle- 
gory of the absurdity of the human 
condition” it adequately expresses 
these intentions, at least in the 
absurdity department.

W hatever

“We're very KISS-influenced 
too,” vocalist/guitarist Frohlich 
said about the band’s music, in ref- 
erence to his and bassist Devlin 
Harkell’s more well-known pro- 
ject, a KISS tribute band called 
Black Diamond. “I'd say our 
music’s kind of glam-Gothic. Not 
in a Poison kind of way, but more 
of a straight-ahead rock feel with a 
little bit of a cutting 
edge.”

Black Diamond is 
certainly the more well-known of 
the two bands. Frohlich and 
Harkell have toured through much 
of Canada and the United States 
with their well-honed KISS tribute 
act, complete with pyrotechnics, 
convincing costumes and makeup. 
And though Frohlich says they've 
cut their touring schedule signifi- 
cantly to make room for the origi- 
nal music exploits of The Loving 
Dead, he adds Black Diamond is 
still a going concern. 














“Universal Studios 
hired us in L.A. for 
two weeks to help 
promote the new 
KISS album,” he 
reported. 
Initially, in 
fact, The 
Loving Dead 
was little more 
than a studio 
creation of 
Frohlich. A former 
resident of 
Edmonton, he record- 
ed the band’s début, self- 
titled, six-song CD in this city, con- 
tributing most of the instrumenta- 
tion and songwriting. In early 1998, 
he submitted the recording to 
Vancouver radio station C-FOX’s 
Demo-Listen contest, won in past 
years by the likes of Moist and 54- 
40. Without even a band to play 
the tunes, the music advanced 
through the preliminary rounds 
and on to the semi-finals. 

That necessitated a band, 
because the semi-finals involved a 
live performance. Surprisingly, the 
hastily-assembled ensemble won 
its semi-final and moved on to the 
final, finishing third overall. 

“We got third place out of that 
with only our first two shows,” 
Frohlich laughed. 

Soon thereafter, The Loving 
Dead landed an opening slot on 
the Western Canadian tour by hair 

rocker Sebastian Bach (they play- 
ed all the gigs except the Edmon- 
ton tour stop, where another 
band had been booked earlier). 
All of a sudden, Frohlich and 
Harkell had an original project on 
their hands. 

“A lot of our new (music) — I 
wouldn’t say it’s heading in a new 
direction but it definitely has more 
of a group feel, now that we actu- 
ally have a group.” 

For the New City Likwid Lounge 
show, The Loving Dead will bor- 
row the drummer from Calgary’s 
Zuckerbaby. 

Their own drummer is on the 
road as a hired gun with 
Honeymoon Suite.

kay, here’s the deal. You're interested in going to see some Frings 

shows — either during the event or after the official party w r ps up 

and the creme de la creme of Fringe plays are being held over at one 
local theatre or another. But you can’t remember the name of the play 
what it’s about, where it’s playing or what people are saying about it 

So here’s what you do. Sit in front of your computer, log on to your 
Internet server and check out the Fringe Festival’s website. It 
look at and thorough in content. 

There is one problem, though, if you're in a hurry and you're missing a 
key application. Once you get to the site you're told that, in order to view 
the site in its full glory, you'll need to download a Shockwave program 
called Flash 3.0. I've said this before and I'll say it again: I've managed to 
spend some quality time on the Net without downloading Shockwave 
programs. And when I log onto a site that asks me to go to another site 
and download some new application, install it, configure it then come 
back to the site, I begin to count minutes remaining on my Internet 
account, how much memory I've got left, and balance it against what I 
think I might get out of the time and effort put into one website. Then | 
usually go to some other site. 

One day, these programs will be the norm. Today, they aren't 

To this site’s credit, however, it offers cybersurfers a text-only version 
— something that I love them for. Text only is for people who are ina 
hurry, know what they want and are willing to check out a site without 
spending time waiting for cheesy graphics to download. And when you 
do check out the site with Flash 3.0, its designers have had the good 
sense to keep the site simple. 

Minimalist design doesn’t mean boring design. Last year the 
Advertising Club of Edmonton gave TELUS an ACE Award for the Fringe 
Festival site and this year’s version deserves at least a nomination. It has 
come up with one of the coolest spins on the whole Clockwork Fringe 
motif I've seen: an eyeball inside an orange, staring at four smaller 
oranges. 

Each of these little citrus fruits is a link to unique corners of the 
Fringe. One offers you the chance to look up a play (with a drop menu), 
then check out reviews by the site’s media sponsors (ITV, The Journal 
and TELUS). Or you can write your own review of the show you've just 
seen and post it for-others to read. 

_ Another area gives you information by date. You can check out Today 
at the Fringe, the Kids Fringe or look at the site via the Fringe cam. (A 
bird’s-eye-view photo of the site is posted every 15 minutes — and this 
little electronic nook offers links to other live-cam sites. It’s kinda 
creepy.) 

Another segment lets surfers send and receive messages, shop or learn 
all about the Fringe itself. 

Don’t have a computer? Get off the couch and check out the festival's 
ceyber-café. It may take you a little while to get onto one of the nine com- 
puters there, but they are there for your use. You can hit a button and 
surf to your heart’s content. And friendly assistants will explain the 
Internet to you, inasmuch as it can be explained.

made for an amusing program, but 
not one you'd ever get too caught 
up in, edge-of-your-seat-wise.

It turns out deWinter has per- 
fected a weather-controlling sys- 
tem, which enables him to unleash 
some quite lousy weather on 
London. Needless to say, he'll let 
up only if the government meets 
his outrageous financial demands. 

Fiennes and Thurman are kind 
of cute at first, but their constant 
“wittiness” and “charm” really get 
to be a pain in the ass before too

over again? The makers of 
Dead Man on Campus seem to 
think so. They've unleashed one of 
the those teen “comedies” like so 
many others that poured out of the 
blighted previous decade. (Remem- 
ber all those movies about 
teenagers who spent most of their 
time figuring out how to get laid, 
quite often on spring break? In 
fact, I think most of those movies 
were called Spring Break). 

But DMOC does have a decided- 
ly 90's outlook. Where a little teen 
poontang was the Holy Grail in 
those hokey Porky’s ripoffs of 
yore, sex and drugs are a foregone 
conclusion for kids in this day and 
age. So the creators of this “come- 
dy” chose to get a little edgy and 
explore the humorous possibilities 
of suicide. 

Josh (Tom Everett Scott) and 
Cooper (Mark-Paul Gosselaar) are 
roommates at prestigious Daleman 
College. Josh is in premed on an 
academic scholarship. If he doesn’t 
keep his average above B-plus, he'll 
lose his funding. The lure of the 
wild party and a pretty creative 
writing major (Poppy 
Montgomery) undo his academic 
intentions. Cooper, scion of a rich 
toilet-cleaning magnate, spends all 
his time hoovering drugs and 
styling coeds. He doesn’t even 
know what the inside of a class-

room looks like. 

At midterm, both are on the 
verge of having their asses tossed 
out of school. They find out the 
college charter makes special acad 
emic provisions for students 
whose roommates commit suicide 
This, the boys think, is their ticket 
to staying in school — find the 
most suicidal guy on campus, 
move him into their dorm and let 
nature take its course 

Now, I’m not offended by some- 
one making a comedy centred on 
suicide, or anything else for that 
matter. Only make it funny. 
DMOC’s biggest short-coming isn’t: 
the potentially offensive premise, 
it’s the absence of anything worth 
laughing at. The story is too stupid 
to be genuinely amusing, the char- 
acters too superficial to charm or 
delight and the opportunity for 
truly black comedy assiduously 
avoided, giving way to well-worn 
jokes about homos, head trauma 
and puking. And just like in those 
"80’s prototypes, there isn’t a 
female character in sight who 
serves as anything more than a 
prop. 

Speaking of sympathetic charac- 
ters, are we supposed to root for 
these pricks as they attempt to 
drive mentally and emotionaliy 
unstable classmates toward self- 
annihilation so they don’t have to 


take responsibility for their lousy 


marks? Apparently, yes. After all, 


they're so funny and cute. 

Neither the writers nor the direc 
tor, MTV alumnus Alan Cohn, both 
er to examine the ghastly selfish 
ness that motivates Josh and Coop 
an angle that might have given the 
movie some satirical bite. This is 
potentially dark stuff, so why not 
make it grotesque or at least more 
grotesque than a guy unwiltfingly 
drinking a bottle of pee?

Curious Co-Workers 

Hey, CCW: Every day my mail 
contains at least three questions 
about “gerbiling.” In the eight years 
I’ve been writing this column, I 
have never addressed the gerbil 
issue, but now, this week and this 
week only, I am breaking my 
silence; clip and save this column, 
for I will never discuss gerbils 
again. 

Ahem. To begin, I would like to 
make a controversial statement: I 
have never had a gerbil in my ass. 

This statement is not controver- 
sial for the reasons one would 
hope: it isn’t controversial in the 
“Hey! That’s uncalled for!” sense, 
like, say, a woman at a dinner 
party announcing she doesn’t have 
a hedgehog in her vagina. That 
would be uncalled for because no 
one would have suspected her of 
so concealing a hedgehog. But 
being a gay man or Richard Gere in 
America means always having to 
reassure people that you don’t 
have a gerbil in your ass — at din- 
ner parties, during family reunions, 
at funerals, on CNN, passport con- 
trol, wherever! For while gay men 
and, I assume, Richard Gere don’t 
put gerbils in our asses, not a day 
goes by that someone — usually a 
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straight 13-year-old boy — doesn’t 
try to shove one in, figuratively 
speaking. 

Yet hundreds of thousands of 
men and women in this country, 
my fellow Americans, leave high 
school convinced that gay men put 
gerbils in our asses on a semi-regu- 
lar basis. Unlike our hypothetical 
dinner party guest — the vaginal 
hedgehog stuffer — my denial of 
stuffing gerbils is necessitated by 


the accusation. If it were widely 
believed that women stuffed 
hedgehogs in their vaginas, then 
women, like with gay men and ger- 
biling, would have to deny hedge- 
hogging. 

Some background: 

Gerbil stuffing is a sexual prac- 
tice that straight teenage boys in 
general, and Howard Stern in par- 
ticular, suspect gay men in general, 
and Richard Gere (who is not gay) 
in particular, are suspected of 
engaging in. It works like this: 
Hold a gerbil in your left hand. 
Using pliers with your right hand, 
rip off its lower jaw. With the blunt 
side of the pliers, knock out the 
teeth in the gerbil’s upper jaw. Pull 
all four of its legs off. Leave the 
tail. Set aside. Take a cardboard 
paper towel roll, grease it up, and 
insert into your rectum. Tie a 
string to the gerbil’s tail. Nudge the 
gerbil into the outside end of the 
cardboard paper towel roll. If for 
no other reason than to get away 
from the person who knocked its 
teeth out, the gerbil leglessly scam- 
pers up the wet paper towel roll. 

When the gerbil drops into the 
anal cavity, remove the wet paper 
towel roll, leaving the string you've 
tied to the gerbil’s tail hanging out 





of your ass. The gerbil, now 
trapped inside your anal cavity, 
thrashes around, desperate for air. 
It is this thrashing that provides 
pleasurable sensations. Once the 
gerbil is dead, remove it by pulling 
on the string. Repeat. 

Okay, three things: 

1. The type of straight person 
who believes that gay men “gerbil” 
is likely to believe other gay 
stereotypes: that we’re all prissy 
little swishes, for instance, with 
clean apartments and extensive 
collections of original Broadway 
cast recordings. Yet the same per- 
son who believes gay men are prim 
sissies also believes we're capable 
of holding a struggling rodent in 
one hand while ripping its lower 
jaw off with the other, then tearing 
its legs off (think of the mess!), 
and stuffing it up our butts — hard- 
ly a “prim” pastime. This is known 
as cognitive dissonance: the hold- 
ing of mutually exclusive beliefs. 

2. There is nothing intrinsically 
“gay” about gerbil stuffing. You 
don’t need two penises — you 
don’t actually need penises at all 
— or an original Broadway cast 
recording. All you need is one 
doomed gerbil and one willing butt 
hole (and pliers, lubes, tubes, and 
string). Some straight people have 
a peculiar need to believe certain 
sex acts, usually disgusting ones, 
are practised only by gay men, 
despite evidence to the contrary. 
Fisting, for instance. Straight peo- 
ple can and do fist. I have a file of 
heterosexual fisting photos, anal 
and vaginal, that I've pulled off the 
Web; I keep them on my desktop 
to prove to family and friends that, 
yes indeed, straight people fist. 
This curious impulse to credit gay 
men with sex acts that anyone can 
perform extends to sex acts 
straight people themselves are the 
primary practitioners of. Child 
rape, for instance.
